HOW TO BUY 


Finance Gouges; Guard Yourself 


By SIDNEY MARGOLIUS

You better be on guard yourself when you buy a car, appliance 
or home-improvement job on time payments. The public agencies 


like the Federal Trade Commis 


agencies have not been able tc get dealers and finance com- 
panies to voluntarily stop finance and other gouges. 


The auto “price pack” (in- 
flated finance and other 
charges) has become not merely 
a-fringe evil, but the No. 1 prob- 
lem in that industry, and the 
practice of charging excessive 
finance fees to make up for 
purported “discounts” is now 
even spreading to appliance 
dealers. And homeowners are 
still being gouged on home im- 
provements even after all the 
publicity about repair ‘rackets 
financed through FHA. 


One reason why people get| 
tricked is that they assume fi- 
nance charges are interest and 
therefore regulated. ‘In most 
states finance charges are not 
considered interest and are not 
regulated. A finance charge is 
simply the difference between 
the cash price of an article, and 
the price on the installment 
plan, and in most states it can 
be gnything the dealer wants to 
make it.

Commission’s home ballpark of 
Washington, D. C., Mr. E. M. 
recently bought a used car for 
$1295. He was allowed $325 for 
his old car and paid $175 addi- 
tional in cash. That left a bal- 
ance of $795 to be financed. Mr.

The practice of packing prices 
has been on the increase in this 
period of keen competition and 
discounts on cars. A Federal 
Reserve Board economist re- 
cently said the “pack” is the 
greatest single problem in the 
auto industry today. Many deal- 
ers now take back at least part 
of their discounts and over-al- 
lowances on tradeins by exag- 
gerating list prices of cars or 
optional equipment, or by billing 
fake charges such as additional 
handling fees, and by exorbi- 
tant finance charges in colla- 
boration with finance compa- 
nies.

Ap- 
parently Mr. M. never read the 
contract before he signed it, 
and since he didn’t get a copy, 
just didn’t realize the fantastic 
finance charge he had obligated 
himself for. 


The M.’s then went to the lo- 
cal banker (where they should 
have gone in the first place) to 
see about refinancing the car. 
The banker was so indignant he 
called up the finance people 
himself to see what rebate they 
would give on this charge. They 
were extremely rude, and would 
agree to rebate only $30 or $40 
instead of the $290 that properly 
should have been rebated if the 
debt was prepaid. 

The Better Business Bureau 
in Washington told Mrs. M. 
there was nothing it could do 
since Mr. M. had signed the 
contract. Mrs. M. then turned 
to the only other place where 
she felt she could get a hearing 
and some advice, her husband’s 
union newspaper, which is why 
we're telling you this story — 
in the hope you will never get 
hooked like this. 
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budget and cost systems, super- 
vises those who operate them, 
balances books, prepares state- 
ments for the administrative of- 
ficers, does tax returns. She can 
become an officer of the con- 
cern. A public accountant works 
by herself or in an accountant’s 
firm, performing similar serv;

A bookkeeper generally keeps 
records, balances books, com- 
piles reports showing such items 
as profit and loss, calculates 
wages, makes bank deposits, etc. 

Bookkeeping today is a wom- 
an’s field — 70 percent of all 
bookkeepers were women in 
1950. Accounting is still a man’s 
field, but the number of women 
in it is growing. There were 
about 18,000 female accountants 
in 1940. Ten years later there 
were more than 55,000, a 200 per 
cent increase and representing 
15 percent of all accountants.— 
New York Times.

MORE POWER TO YOU 
Few people know how to get the 
most out of the law. The rest of us 
squint at it as something to get 
out of trouble with; at best, some- 
thing to use to 


haw! The idea. 

Well, say you 
invent a super- 
widget, but can’t 
sell. Not your line. 
You've two friends—a mechanic 
and a good salesman on the go. 

Law would let you work togeth- 
er; as employer and employee, 
as independent contractors, as 

artners, or as a corporation, or 
you could license your invention 
to these others for royalties. 

Modern law can get work done. 

Some college found out the other 
day that only about half the people 
who need wills have them. They 
think of wills as tying their hands. 
Actually wills frees them. 

While you live or afterwards 
through your will, you can hand 
your property to a trustee — a 
friend, relative, associate, bank, 
or other “‘fiduciary.’’ Under the 
eye of a court, the trustee will 
follow your instructions. Trusts 
can serve almost any need you 
have. 

In principle, trusts are simple: 
As a “‘grantor,’’ you choose and 
turn your property over to a trus- 
tee. You tell him what to do. He 
does it.

Household Hints 


Brass Polishing 


The gleam of brass, an impor- 
tant element in modern homes, 
presents cleaning problems for 
those who don’t know the rules. 
Here are some suggestions from 
Herbert Barchoff, president of 
the Eastern Brass and Copper} 
Company. 

A good deal of the brass used 
in home furnishings is covered 
with a clear lacquer to keep it 
from tarnishing. This does not 
wear off in time and must be 
completely removed to get at 
tarnished spots. Lacquer may 
be taken off with a solution of 
caustic soda (about a half 
pound to a half gallon of cold 
water) and a little soap. Wear 
rubber gloves and apply with a 
brush or cloth. The lacquer will! 
jbecome soft enough to be 
rubbed off. Rinse well in cold! 
water. 

Polish the clean surface with! 
jany standard metal polish. 
Rinse and. dry thoroughly. Apply 
a protective coating of trans-| 
parent lacquer with a pressur- 
jized spray can. Two coats may 
be needed. For articles that are} 
jhandled often, wax may be a 
|better protector than lacquer. 


Some Good Food 


Care of Meat 


Here is a seven-point program| 
for the care and preparation of| 
meat which, a University of 
Nebraska nutrition expert says, 
will make for better meals: 

1. Fresh meat should be stored 
loosely wrapped in the refrig- 
erator. 

2. Cooked meat should be! 
tightly ~wrapped in the refrig- 
erator. 

3. The fat and lean of the 
\less-demanded cuts of meat 


as the fat and lean of the more| 
popular cuts. 

4. All meat is tender when 
cooked by the right method for 
that particular cut. 

5. Meat cooked in liquid 
should be simmered, never 
boiled. 

6. Roasts should be cooked 
uncovered and no water should! 
be added.

Southern Bell Fails 
In Attempt to Prevent 
Men Running for Office 


NEW ORLEANS (AFLCIO) — 
An attempt by Southern Bell Co. 
to prevent its employees from 
running for public office has 
backfired here. 

When James L. Mehaffey and 
Hugo Bode announced their in- 
tion of running for the state 
legislature, Southern Bell wrote 
demanding their resignations 
unless they dropped their poli- 
tical plans. 

The company’s lawyers had 
forgotten a Louisiana law for- 
bidding employers of more than 


seeking public office. 


The Communications Workers 
of America promptly applied for 
a court injunction against 
Southern Bell, and the judge 
was preparing to sign a re- 
Straining order when company 
lawyers hastily reversed their 
position. 

They promised that Mehaffey 
and Bode would be notified in 
writing that they would suffer 
no economic reprisal for exer- 
cising their citizens’ rights. 

Mehaffey is president of CWA

Co-ops Move Ahead 
On Broad Front in 
12-Month Period 


WASHINGTON (AFLCIO) — 
/American co-ops, pushed by the 
12 million families which own 
them, moved ahead on a broad 
front in 1955, according to a 
survey by the Cooperative 
League of the U.S. A. 


Advances were scored in every 
field in which men and women 
join to work together for mu- 
tual improvements in buying 
power, credit costs, housing and 
health. 

About 75,000 new families — 
many of them represented by 
union members — formed near- 
ily 1000 new credit unions during 
the year. At the end of the year, 
7.25 million families owned 
16,000 of these co-ops and were

jative Village, a $19.5 million
